In jonr is-ue of Satarday I noticed a letter 
from your Frankfort correspondent, in whicn 
it is stated that an effort is being made to pro- 
cure the establishment of a State Peusion and 
General (Jminj Agent at the city of Washing- 
ton, wish a -salary ot two hundred dollars per 
month, to be paid by the State of Kentucky; 
and that this agent, though not to be permit- 
ted to charge uuy thing tor filing claims for 
pessions, bounty, or for pay due discharged 
and deceased ov'lfliers, or their heirs, may yet 
increase his little salary of twenty-four hun- 
dred per annum by charging not more than 
ten per cent, tor collecting money due by the 
General Government on Quartermaster's or 
•ubsistence vouchers, or ou such other evi- 
dences ol debt as may be entrusted to him. 

In regard to this proposition one or two re- 
marks Occur to one at all familiar with the 
mode of doiL-g business in the public offices nt 
-^ashiegior — Mi l these I nropose to make, in 
oraer that the matter may be entirely clear 
when such an office is created, if it ever shall 
be. 

The prescribed ru'es'in regard to claims for 
ptnsion, bounty and arrears of pay as hid 
down in cnculars from the second Auditor 
Ac., are, tha each claim shall ba filed when 
received and raiura up for examination whea 
reached in regular succession, the exception 
btiog when > wo or more claims are found to 
be made by the heirs of soldiers whose Dim s 
are oo the same “muster roll,” when to facili- 
tate or raibei • xordite matters all those claims, 
the evidence in regard to which is so found on 
the saute ro i, a e taken up and disposed of 
at the same .imp, even though one may 
bare been received months after the others, and 
hundreds of previous applications may be on 
file— and ah.o, as directly stated by the s c- 
ond Auditor, that, no “special cases” will be 
made at the solicitation of attorneys, As. 

Now since the State hies quite a bountiful 
supply ot l&Wj eis, claim agents, Ac., who are 
prepared and competent, I presume, to make 
tl enecessity application for pensions, A;, an 1 
who arc limited Oy law, with a hea/y penalty 
a’ tael ed, to » charge of not more than five dol- 
lars in each care of pension or bounty, it 
would appeal that a special agent at Washing- 
ton, to be paid by ih» State, may besomewhu 
lopeiflui u . 

In regard to such claims as may ariss from 
vouchers given by military officers of the 
government, and for the collection o! whien 
the proposed agent i3 to be allowed to charge 
not more than ten per cent of the acoonn'^i 
have only to say, that, being engaged in this 
bu.-inets nijseii, after furnishing the claimant 
with proof ot my ability in this direction aad 

g ood socnriiy .ns to my responsibility, I shall 
e glad to engage to collect as many 'vouchers 
as may be entrusted to me for considerably less 
than ten per cent of the amount. 

Then, ns to tne fact stated, tb at other States 
have inch agents residing at Washington, I 
know Dothme, but even admitting sack to be 
the ease, I 9> ill tail to see the necessity for the 
appointment ot such agent for Kentacky, an t 
that too with a salary closely approximating 
that of oor Governor. 

In conclusion, should the Legislature find 
itself in Euih good humor and so generously 
disposed ns to create this office, I engage to 
give good ton 8 on any point required, as to 
-puci'y, fconesiy, Ac., and will accept the 
position wiih a salary ot five hundred or a 
thousand collars less than that proposed— in 
fact, "rot to put too fine a point unoa it,” 1 
am inclined to think that, in view of thu mo- 
nopoly which such an appointment would 
give, I might be induced to pay something 
into the State Treasury in consideration tor 
the office, say five per cent on such claims as 
might be given me to collect, I chargin' the 
claimant not more than ten Der cent. X. Fr

rOKTI -EIGHT HOURS CHASING GCKBILLAS. 

Mcbfrbkbboro, Tenn., Feb. C, 1864. 

I had a hnngry soul one evening as I took 
up the Atlantic Monthly, aod, tossing it about 
in my hands, was going to give it a reckless 
fling on the floor, supposing, as is usually the 
case, that there was not a single article in the 
hook that had not less or more of the views of 
abolitionism in it. I always looked upon itos 
the amtipedes of the Charleston Mercury, a 
rabid ret el sheet. But I wasjbungry— that is, 
mentally speaking. We are ofen mentally 
aod morally hnngry, as well as physically so. 
Taking a second sober thought, I looked at 
the yellowish cover cf the Atlantic, and had a 
sort of presentment that there was something 
inside the white pages that would nourish 
and sustain a son! sinking ..for that Ipure 
aud heart- touching eloquence breathed by 
these who tell the story of the struggles of oar 
fellow-creatures in the lowly walks of life — 
creatures tbit bear all their anguish aDd 
trouble wit hoot a sigh or complaint. Weil, 

I opened the paper brain of New England— 
tbe Atlantic Monthly. Toe first article that 
attracted my attention was one bearing 
the quaint title — "Concerning the weight 
we carry in life.” I think it was written by 
one of God’s masterpieces, v. hois we'l known 
in the literary worlu as the “Country Parson.” 
HaviDg finished that portion of the article in 
that number of tha Atlantic, I anxiously and 
eagerly looked for and read tbe remainder as 
it appeared monthly until finished. I therein 
learned a va liable lesson — a lesson that light- 
ened my own little burdens in life. And I 
mention tbe fact that what I now write may 
bnoy up other hearts who think there is no- 
body caring for them — no one loving them in 
their obscurity. The lesson went to show and 
teach of tbe tbousauds who struggle in great 
and noble causes, who are never to share any 
of the glorious or profitable rewards that 
spring therefrom. How intensely interest- 
ing — what a priceless treasure was thssublime 
lesson taught How many such sublime lea- 
st ns are being taught to-df.y by the thousaud9 
of bumble heroes, who, uubonored and un- 
sung, so to speak, are she 1 ling their life blood 
for the preservation and integrity of the 
American Republic. No herald to emolazon 
the picket’s perilous position, the scout’s ar- 
duous and dangerous duty, nor the no less 
dangerous duty ol the little squad who, night 
BDd day, wet or dry, chase guerillas and hash- 
whackers (thieves, robbers, and murderers) 
through swamps aid canebrakes, fields and 
forests, over fences, and fording rivers and 
streams. To meet a bold aud brave enemy 
on tbe battle-field, and gallantly fall in the 
bloody contest, is considered honorable in 
the code of war, nor is the slayer outlawed, 
bnt even considered a Christian m m. [dee 
Beecher’s eulogy on Stonewall Jackson ] To 
fall at the hands of a bushwhacker or guer- 
illa, in nine cases ont of ten, is to be f inspected 
of desertion or straggling; and, besides, such 
filthy and depraved specimens of humanity as 
bushwhackers and that class never meet you 
honorably, bnt, like tbe midnight assassin, 
wait and watch in the black of night or way- 
lay and murder you. So much of an intro- 
duction is really necessary ere I proceed to 
the “forty-eight hours' chasing guerillas,” 
which I now commence: “On Monday morn- 
ing last, at a very early hour, I was uncere- 
moniously ordered out of bed, and, with eyes 
half dosed, cars open, and hair standing on 
end, I beard a voice exclaiming, “Come, Doc, 
that guerilla paity is all ready and wai'ing 
for you.” ‘‘Waiting for me?” I said. “Ye', 
we can’t go without you.” “All right, then, 
was all I said; so eff I started without any 
breakfast to fight for tbe Union on a small 
scale. A forage train of fifty wagons was ou 
the road, and from ont the guard aad offi- 
cers in command a little party volun- 
teered to hunt down the band of 
ruffians and bushw hackers, of whom I mods 
mention in the Journal a few days ago, and 
who infest this aud tbe adjoining counties. 
Lient. Preston, 73d Uiionis, aud acting quar- 
termaster at Fortress Rosecraus, commanded 
the expedition. Your correspondent (thanks 
to Lieut. P ) was furnished a splendid horse 
and an unening six-shooter. Tout mount d 
we all flushed e.fl’in the direction of our ene- 
mies. Nothing happened to mar the pleasure 
of our journey until U'a in the afternoon 
when we met a ludy, and from a conversation 
with her received some very valuable infor- 
mation — tiO'hmg less than tbe exact location 
ot one of the bushwhackers. Putting spurs 
to our horses *e flew over the road as the 
w ind, rode up to the house w here he was con- 
cealed and Eurrouuded it. A search was made 
under the beds and in them (an occupation 
which Ectmed quite pleasing to some of our 
party ), up stairs, and all over, but we failed 
to find him. Then we reconnoitred in the 
nigger quarters and barns, but our search was 
equally lruitless. He was finally caught in a 
aico&e bouse and iuvited out. -A more sneak- 
ing and deviliah physiognomy could not have 
presented itself than that ofthis bushwhacker. 
You could seethe devil stick out in every fea- 
ture. He was armed with a good revolver but 
did not attempt to use it. We relieve-d him of ail 
dangerous weapons except bis black heart, 
and then made him mount a hors» be had 
stolen the night before. Tne villaii would 
scarcely eiswer a question we asked, until 
Icrced to do so, when he reluctantly complied. 
We then rode to where some of the other des- 
peradoes were supposed to be, and after a hard 
ride of five miles through swamps and so forth, 
we camo upon two more of tne party. As 
soon as they saw us tbqy took flight, and, al- 
. bough our hors-e were jaded and fatigued, 
we soon came within hailing distance, and 
ordered them to stand. They did so, and one 
of them, brandishing a revolver, aud swear- 
ing a mighty oath, asked who we were. VVe 
told them that we were friends and looking 
tor foes. “You are rebels in disguise,” said 
they, “and by Uodycu 11 never take us alive.” 
The officer iq, command denied our belog 
rtbe, but the more desperate one of the two, 
pointing toward your correspondent who Was 
dmEed in “homespun gray,” said: “You can’t 
fool us, there's a reb as suie as h — 11.” They 
wrre then told to surrender, and with the word 
three revolvers were levelled at them. One 
of tbe party surrendered, and came toward us, 
ollowed by the other. 

At this time a fourth man of our party ar- 
rived and we surrounded and unarmed them. 
Such cursing and swearing was never heard. 
Thty yelled, booted, biaepoemed, and swore 
unceasingly. Lieut. Preston ordered them to 
at quietly, but it was of no avail until a ew iu- 
oiiationa were ottered to show them the folly 
o! ihetriutlanflish actions. Oneof these fellows 
had a splendid novysix shooter, and the oth r 
was well loaded with Robinson county whis- 
key, a more dangerous article than was ever 
invented by (Jolt. They were relieved of all 
the traps that could bo of nay service to them 
in making an attack, and then started for our 
headquarters at Obapel Hill, where the forage 
train was ordered to stop. Along the route 
the women folks especially were terribly ex- 
cited, aud a few of them wav^d handkerchiefs 
end threw kisses at the villains, while large 
numbers actually went on their knees and 
b,e.-s*d us for relieving them and tne neigh- 
borhood of such accursed creatures. We 
arrived at Chapel Hit! about eight o’clock 
in the evening, and securing safely the 
prisoners we got some supper, whea a 
few of our party, supposed tn be well 
posted, went out foraging for feather-beds, 
while others, who were nearly exhaust- 
ed, wrapped themselves in their oil-cfoths or 
blankets and lay down on the cold earth 
without pillow or tick. This was but theory, 
for at ten o'clock a Dew pariy was organize!, 
of whom only Lieutenants Preston and Eddy 
and your correspondent, out of the old party, 
volunteered to go. Oar first party numbered 
six men, aimed with revolvers, aud now we 
hud nine armed wiih revolvers, dirks, swords, 
daggers, etc. We rone back to the haunts inhab- 
ited by the bushwhackers, and, after riding 
about until two o’clock in the morning, we 
w ere unable to see or bear of one, the people 
Saying that the desperadoes had scattered 
about. We procured a good deal of booty 
they bad stolen, cousistiug of firearms, sad- 
dles, bridles, waiches, etc. Tue three ruffians 
captured are named Hudson, banoey, and B.ll 
Lamb, and diseive the severest fate known to 
'he law. But a few nights before their cap- 
ture they committed a rape upon a negro girt 
thirteen years old, and entered a house, from 
which they stole ths bedclothes, and 
robted a wench of fifteen dollars Bit! C >le, 
one of the pang not captured, too, hat 
only a tew days ago murdered a man named 
lagan These captured, as well as the m ir- 
cered man, all belonged io Galbraith’s Caval- 
ry and were deserters. The captured on s 
have gone to Nashville loamd with irons, and 
Major Craig informs me that it is the iaten- 
t on of the authorities to make an example of 
these thieves and robbers that will be a warn- 
ing to all the other cowardly thieves an 1 rob- 
bers who intest the country. Brig. Gen Van 

C. eve has ordered some mounted infantry to 
be organized, and the p-oplo of this part o»' 
theS ate may rest assured that, cost what it 
will, they will be protected from the wretehia 
w bo thus violate all moral aud Christian laws. 

II these wretches are followed up. and when 

D^ken receive the punishmant they so richly 
deserve, they will soon be broken up. As it 
is now, ibe farmers and planters are afraid to 
commence their spring work, for they do not 
know the moment those horse-thieves auf 
hcoS' -robbers will coma along and rob them 
ot everything they have.

THU LAW OF RETALIATION.

The following is a copy of the letter sent to 
General Wilue by the Cioloael commanding 
ihe forces on the Black water, relative to the 
late measures of ^retaliation adopted; by our 
militaiy authorities in Eastern Norm (Jaro- 
lina: 

HKADqUARTKRS FoRCHS ON BlACXWATSR, 1 

Franklin, V A., January, 1864. J 
General Wilde, Commanding Colored Brigade, 

Fort oik, Va. 

Sir: Probably no expedition during the 
progrttS of this war has been attended with 
more utter disregard for the long- established 
usages of civilization or the dictates of human- 
ity than was your late raid into tbe cou r try 
bordering the Aloemarle. Your stay, though 
short, was merited by crimes aud enormities. 
You burned homes over tte heads of dtfeuce- 
less women aud children, curried off private 
property of every description, arrested non- 
combatants, and carried off ladies in irons, 
whom you confined wi'h negro men. Your 
negro troops fired on Confederates after they 
baa surrendered, and they were only saved fiy 
the exertions of the more humane of your 
white officers. Last, but not least, under the 
pretext that he wes a guerilla, yon hanged 
Daniel Bright, a private of company I, 6id 
Georgia regiment (cavalry), forcing the la- 
dies and geutlemen whom you held in arrest 
to witness the execution. Therefore, I have 
obtained an order from the General command- 
ing for the execution of Samuel Jonas, a pri- 
vate of company B, 5th Ohio, whom I hanged 
in retaliation. I bold two more ot your mrn 
in irons as hostages for Mrs VYeeks aod Mrs. 
Mundin. When thete ladies are released, these 
men will be relieved and treat’d as prisoners of 
war.

in fhe Confederate Senate, on the 23 i iasL, 
Mr. Miles moved to take up from the cilendar 
the ti.l repi r ed from tjie Military Commit- 
tee, to be emitted “An act to increase toe effi- 
ciency of tte aimy bjr the employment of 
free maroes and slaves in certain capacities.” 
The motion was agreed to and the bill taken 
up. 

It provides that all male free negroes be- 
twien ihe eg'S of eighteen and fitly years 
shall be held liable ’o perform such duties in 
tbe army, or in connection with the military 
defences of the country in the way of work 
npon the fortifications or in government 
works tor the production or preparation of 
material of war, nr ia military hospitals, as 
the Secretary of War may Irom time to time 
prescribe; to receive rations, clothing, and 
eleven dollars per month for such services. 
It also provides for the employment of slaves 
for Ihe same purposes and upon the same 
terms; and, in the event of the loss of any 
such slaves, tbe owners to be entitled to re- 
reive their foil value; and tho Secretary of 
War is authorized to impress slaves in tbe 
event that be shall be unable to procure tbeir 
services in any military department in suffi- 
cient numbers for the necessities of the depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Gardcnliier, of Tennessee, inquired of 
tho chairman ot the Military CuminitLe 
whether, in esse that bill was passed, it would 
not be recognizing Lincoln’s right to cocscribe 
our negroes. 

Mr. Miles replied that he was surprised at 
tuch a qutstion. We had a right to do what 
we pleated with our slaves, and Lincoln had 
no eonttol over them. 

Mr. Foote, of Tennessee, said that a difficul- 
ty occurred to his mind in relatiou to the 
question of exchange. Suppose any of these 
negroes wire to be taken prisoners, what 
would be Gone with them? He approved the 
object of the bill, and should support it; but 
the question be proposed suggesieil to his 
mind a difficulty in the way. 

Mr. Miles replied that that question bad not 
beeb considered by tne Committee, and be did 
not think it proper to embarrass the bill by 
the suggestion of any feature in regard to it. 
It wes a question that might arise hereof er, 
and might be left to the Coinmitsiouers of Ex- 
chsDge to fettle. 

Mr. Bouldio, of Virginia, moved to sramd 
the first section of tho bill by adding, “and 
no free negro engRg-d in the p-o faction of 
food ai d forage shaT.be taken under this act.” 

Mr Baldwin said that no exemption law 
which had been passed by Congress provided 
for the exemption of the profuciog class of 
tbe country. The only exemption they had 
wee made aud founded altogether upon the 
idea ot police. In the section that he repre- 
sented the entire agricultural interest was 
conducted by white people and free negroes 
although it was a slaveholding community. 
Fie had it from good authority that the opera- 
tion of the substitute law would reduce one 
thousand farms from the production of a 
surplus of. food aud forage for the army dowa 
to a sufficient quantity to .-tipnly the families 
of the sgrieulturists. The Valley of Vir- 
ginia was the great granary of Virginia to 
supply the Army of Virginia. The farmers 
there were now selling their personal property 
and hiring out their Fiaves, and prepariug to 
go into the army under the provisions of the 
bill. Whatever its effect might be in bring- 
ing in skulkers in other portions of the coua- 
try, in his district it catled away from home 
men engaged in business, every blow at which 
was a blow at the Confederate Starts. It had 
swept through his district l.ke a tornado of 
destruction. Slaves had escaped to the Yan- 
kees, and farmers had supplied their places by 
free negroes, thus making useful a class hith- 
erto useless. And cow here comes a bid 
vi hich proposes to take away every free negro 
between the ages of eighteen and fifty years, 
and free negroes go in advance Of slaves. 

In tome districs of the 3ta'e you might 
take every white man, and the women coul i 
conduct the operations of the slaves; but in 
b s district, if tbe white men and free n groes 
were token, it would stop agricultural opera- 
tions altogether. He thongbt it time to hus- 
band our resourers, and not m :k ; any farther 
drain upon the agricultural resources of ihe 
country. The great question was not the 
number of men, bnt how to eiraply food and 
lorage :or the army. The supulies were al- 
ready scant enough, and wn were takiog 
sway those who would make them greater, 
and placing them among those who were no w 
Bean lily supplied. It seemed that there was a 
sort of stampede on this subject, both in and 
out of Congress. The cry was, place every- 
body in tbe army aud fight it ont; but he was 
unwilling to place it upon tbe hazard of a 
8 ngle effort. He and the people he rep-e- 
semed had embarked in the war forever, if 
necessary, and were prepared to fight it out 
in spite of every obstacle, and when the gov- 
ernment comes to the conclusion that the war 
is to be fought within interior lines, the con- 
fidence cf the people would revive. H« urg'd 
it upon Congress to take care of every brauoh 
of industry, aud supply the men we h ive; 
for the peopie would lose confidence if they 
sow that everything we had wa3 to be staked 
upon a single effort. He hoped the govern- 
ment would set. its foot upon any such mid 
policy, bnsband its resources, and protract t ie 
war long enough to secure our indep^nd. n e. 

Tending the consideration of the subject, 
the House, on motion of Mr. Jones, went 
into secret session upon the question of the 
currency. 

TBB UNITED STATES PRF8IDBNTIAL ELECTION. 

I From tt»o RicLmci.it Kv.niinor ot January ztl.j 

Although it is difficult to penetrate the dark 
curtaiD of the fumre and discern exactly how 
onr own welf. re'muy be aff-eied by the polit- 
ical complexion of the United States, yet it is 
evidi pt that tbe w hole solution of the mighty 
question which rgi'ates the continent may 
Bang upon it, and scarcely possible that it 
tfill not be- essentially concerned by it, Lin- 
coln’s term draws rapidly to a close. Al- 
ready it is counted by months instead of 
years. 

The United States have reached that stage 
in tbe progess of war when military talent 
asserts iis iupremr.cy over all others. The 
favorite of tbe army is, therefore, Lincoln’s 
probeblo successor. In his own Cabinet, to >, 
there are rival claims to hi3 own. The entitle 
intriguer, Seward, teems to have had hi.i day. 
Though a powerful agent in exciting the war, 



his is Dot the temperament fitted to “ride on 
the whirlwind and direct the storm.” Chase 
is the most powerful of the civilians, and he is 
the favorite of Greeley and the radicals. Offi- 
cial influence and corruption wili, of course, 
be brought to bear in favor of the different 
politicians, yet military popularity is likely to 
override them all. 

It is hard to forecast the effect of this elec- 
tion npon the progress of the war. It is safe 
to infer, however, that any change will be 
beneficial to tbe South. Lincoln and his party 
are so irrevocably committed to and iudisso- 
lnbly linked with the ccnti nuance of the war 
that we can hope for no peace from them save 
by utter exhaustion of the means of prosecut- 
ing it. If they are driven from power, they 
will become embittered opponents of tbeir 
successors, even if they should adopt a war- 
like policy, ana will prove a formidable ob- 
stacle to its saeces-fol maintenance. 

Although o military president might be 
supposed to be naturally warlike, it by no 
uti ana follows. Unwilling to imperil bis reo- 
utaticn, and, like most soldiers, more sensible 
to tbe evils of war than bloodthirsty politi- 
cians, a general in power would probably seek 
an accommodation. At all events, the eleva- 
tion ef a new man would remove the medley 
of fanatics and rouges who now close every 
outlet from the pres»at calamitous war. It 
not immediately operative, it would, at all 
events, give some ground for the hope that 
both the Confederacy and the Uaited States, 
as well as humanity in'general, might be re- 
lieved from the misfortunes which the most 
shsureles? and obstinate wickednoss persists in 
heaping upon them.

In the Confederate Sen.te, January 233, 
Mr. Miles introdneed the following: 

Jlesolved, That the thanks of Congress are 
hereby tendered to all the brigades and other 
troops in service who have taken the patriotic 
and gallant resolution to re.-enlist for the war. 

Resolved, That the manifestation of such a 
spirit in our armies is a happy omen of the 
ultimate triumph of our snuggle for inde- 
pendence — indicative as it is or the fixed de- 
tensina'ion of our people never to lav down 
their arms while our soil is exposed to the 
hostile tread and barbarous ravages of our 
mel'gnant enemies.

The expedition having returned, we are per- 
mitted to state the following facts: General 
Butler’s forces, under Commanding Brigadier- 
General Wistar, marched from Yorktown via 
New Kent Court House. The cavalry arrived 
at 2:30 o'clock yesterday morning »t"B ittom’e 
Bridge across the Uhickahominy, ten mites 
from Richmond, for ths purpose of making a 
raid into Richmond and endeavoring, by sur- 
prise, to liberate our prisoners there. 

The cavalry reached the bridge at the time 
appointed, marching forty-seven miles in six- 
teen e.nd a half hours. A force of infantry 
followed in their rear for the purpose of sup- 
porting them. It was expected to snrorise the 
ciremy nt Bottom’s Bridge, who had had for 
some time only a small picket there. The 
surprise failed, because, as the Richmond Ex- 
aminer of to-day says, a Yankee deserter 
gave information iu Richmond of the intended 
movement. 

t The enemy hnd felled a large amount of 
timber, so as to Mock np and obstruct the 
fords, and make it impossible for our cavalry 
to pass. After remaining at the bridge from 
2o cloek until 12, Gen. Wistar joined them 
with bis infantry. The whole object of the 
surprise haying been defeated, Gen. Wistar 
returned to Williamsburg. Ou the march 
beck to New Kent Courthouse his rear wes 
attacked by the enemy; but they were re- 
pulsed without loss on our part. 

A ms.rch of mere than 80 miles wa? made 
by our infantry — three regiments of wuom 
were colored — in 56 hours. The cavalry 
marched over 100 miles in 50 hours. 

This shows that it is possible to make a cam- 
paign in Virginia in tbe winter. 

Tbe despatch boat jo3t in from Newbern 
eayB General Palmer reports everything going 
c n well in his district. Tne losses bv us iu 
the way of public property are too trifling to 
mention. We could not desire a more favora- 
ble result. The iosres in killed, wounded, and 
missing are but few. 

. Washington, Fab. 8 

The subject of confiscated lauds is and hts 
been under consideration by the Committee 
cn Lands. Opinions or those familiar with 
the policy of the Government and who have 
given the subject most careful cuusi leration 
have been obtained, and it is probable a bill 
providing for the disposal of such lands in le- 
gal form and giving clear titles, will soon be 
introduced. 

The President approves aDd will sign the 
joint resolu'ion upon confiscation which 
passed the House, and w hith will, no doubt, 
pass tbe Senate. 

A caucus of Republican members of both 
branches of Congress was held to-night at tbe 
capital, hanator Ciatk presiding. 

It wosadopted, as the S"U?e of themeeting, 
that instructions should be seDt to the Nation- 
al Republican Committee to till vacancies Irom 
States not now represented, and also such 
oibvr vacauer.es as might exist ia consequence 
of former members being absent abroad or ou 
duty in the field. 

Gove. Salomon, of Wisconsin, and Curtin, 
of Pennsylvania, have arrived here. A num- 
ber of Governors are also expected It is un- 
derstood they are here for the purpose of con- 
ferring with the authorities upou therc-fiiiing 
of tbe old regiments, ana recruiting, under 
the new order, for 500,000 men. 

Accounts from the South state that the rebel 
armies embrace to-day more men then at auy 
n omtnt since the commencemeutof the war, 
tbe conscription having beea ruthlessly en- 
forced. Unless our armies are strongly rein- 
forced before spring, tho military authorities 
here believe that much of the advantage we 
Lave grined in the last twelve mouths must 
irretrievably be lost by the evacuation of the 
territory which vra will not have sufficient 
troops to garrifen. 

An officer just in from Grant’s Headquar- 
ters rays all through the country to the rear 
of tbe Union tines, a U uion officer in his uni- 
form can ride unmolested to any part of Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee, and Alabama.

This print- 
ed extract met the eye of the ■ prisoners and 
caused much excitement. A committee wait- 
ed or. the supposed author. He was asked if 
he wrote the letter, the committee waiting 
with a rope in their hands. Ho asked fifteen 
minutes to answer. The deputation wore loth 
to depart, and were urged by the crowd ot 
prisoners to “hang the Yankee spy on the 
spot.” Tbe only hope of escape was in tho 
arrival of some of the guard before the expir- 
ation of the allotted time. A corporal reached 
him just in time to rescue him aud save his 
life. 

The Pirate Alabama. — It is Said on semi- 
official Rutbority at Washington that two 
vrsseis of the United States Navy, which have 
just proved to be very fast, are under orders 
from the Navy Department to proceed to the 
Eastern Hemisphere for the purpose of chasing 
the pirate Alaoama.

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IgySenator Sherman, of Ohio, delivered in 
his place the other day a very long and elab- 
orate speech, in which he declared for univer- 
sal emancipation by the General Government, 
with some measure of compensation to 
loyal owners in the loyal slaveholding States, 
but without compensation to either loyal or 
disloyal owners in the revolting States. Be 
went the entire radical figure, developing and 
rcunding off the revolutionary scheme which 
crops out piecemeal in the actual policy of the 
Administration. His speech is very long and 
elaborate; but it may be answered without 
labor in a short compass. 

Nearly cne half ef the speech is taken up 
with an effort to show that we are in a state 
of civil war, and, consequently, are invested 
with the rights of war against the rebels. This 
is the first step in the Senator’s argument. It 
forms the major premise of his grand aboli- 
tion syllogism. As we ourselves have never 
denied this proposition, and as indeed we have 
never heard of anybody else who denied it, 
we will at once pass on to the Senator’s minor 
premise; which is that the emancipation of au 
enemy’s slaves is among the rights of war. 
Nearly all the rest of the speech is taken up 
with an effort to establish this proposition. 

Of course the effort consists in an appeal to 
the usage of nations. Senator Sherman makes 
this appeal through four or five mortal col- 
umns of the Congressional Globe; but, strange 
to say, though he brings forward nations un- 
civilized as well as civilized, only one of his 
numerous citations meets the case, and that 
one totally overthrows the case. Vet such is 
strictly the fact. 

We subjoin the citation in question. Re- 
ferring to the conduct of the British in the 
war of 1812, Senator Sherman says': 

They organized a negro force within one hun- 
dred miles of Washington, and. if they had 
made extensive inroads into our country, no 
doubt they would have employed more. 'To 
establish this let me read from Alison: 

Three regiment, of Wellington’, army arrived In 
rheeeneake Bay in the middle of August, 1814. Gen. 
R >se commanded the land force.. Admiral Uockbttrn 
the fl-et ■ their first measure was to take possession of 
Tangier Island, where they erected fortifications, built 
storehouses and hoisted the British flag; inviting at 
the tame time the negroes in the adjoining provinces 
to join the British rince in the Island, and offering 
them emancipation in the event of their doing so. 
Seventeen hundred speedily appeared, were enrolled 
and discipln ed, and proved of no eravll service in 
subsequent operations.— Allison s Uittory of Europe, 
English edition, vol. 13, p. «S. 



Although this citation is absolutely the only 
one relevant to the case, Senator Sherman 
’makes no comment on it, but precipitately 
dismisses the argument, with the complacent 
assumption that his case is established. When 
the intelligent reader is reminded, for he does 
not need to be informed, that at the close of 
the war this very act of Admiral Cockburn’s 
was made the subject of reclamation by our 
Government, on the ground that the act was 
in violation of the laws of war, he will be apt 
to feel some doubt of the candor of Senator 
Sherman in thus dropping his only relevant 
citation as if it were too hot to hold. Cer- 
tainly if he had held it long enough to exhibit 
it in its relations, it not only would have 
burnt bis bauds but would have reduced his 
ca9e to ashes. 

We will supply the Senator’s omission. In 
negotiating the treaty of peace, our Govern- 
ment insisted that Great Britain should stipu- 
late not to carry off the slaves that had been 
seduced to run away from their masters by 
the proclamation of Admiral Cockbura and 
of other British officers; and Great Britain 
Stipulated accordingly. Notwithstanding the 
stipulation, however, the British carried off a 
number of these slaves; whereupon our Gov- 
ernment claimed that the removal was not 
only in open violation of the stipulation o f 
the treaty, but contrary to the laws of war 
upon which indeed the stipulation had been 
demanded in the first instance. Onr Minister 
at the Court of St. James at that time was 
John Quincy Adams. He of course was 
charged with the negotiation on our part. 

On the 22d of August, 1815, he addressed a 
letter to the American Secretary of State, Mr. 
Monroe, in which he detailed a conversation 
on the subject held by him with Lord Cas- 
tlereagh, then British Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, saying amongst other things: “Had 
the British Plenipotentiaries asked of us an 
explanation of our proposal to transpose 
the words [of the treaty], we should cer- 
tain'y have given it: we evidently had 
an object in making the proposal; and we 
thought the words themselves fully disclosed 
it. Our cbject was the restoration of all prop- 
erty which, by the usages of war among civi- 
lized nations, ought not to have been taken. 

All private property on shore was of that de- 
scription; it was entitled by the laws of war 
to exemption from capture, — slaves were pri- 
vate property.” Subsequently, he proceeds: 

“It was true, proclamations inviting slaves to 
desert from their masters had been issued by 
British officers; we believe them deviations 
from the usages of war; we believed that the 
British Government itself would, when the 
hostile passions arising from the state of war 
should subside, consider them in the same 
light.” He adds: “Lord Oastlereagh mani- 
fested no dissatisfaction at these remarks, nor 
did he - attempt to justify the proclama- 
tion to which I particularly alluded.” 
Finally, as the result of this discussion, the 
subject was referred to the arbitration of the 
Emperor of Russia. In the mean time, Mr. 
Monroe became President, and appointed John 
Quincy Adams Secretary of State, in which 
Capacity Mr. Adams returned to the subject on 
the 5th ol July, 1820, in a letter of instructions 
to our Minister at St. Petersburg, Mr Middle- 
ton, wherein he said i "It has been repeatedly 
alleged on the part of the British Government, 
that it could not be supposed they would have 
agreed to an article which would oblige them 
to deliver up to their masters slaves who, dur- 
ing the war, had taken refuge under their pro- 
tection. The reply to this observation is, that if 
that had been an objection to their agreeing to 
the article, it should have been made before the 
signing of the article, and the engagement 
not to carry away slaves at all. They had in 
fact numbers of slaves by these different 
modes of capture,— one of such as had been 
seduced to run away from their masters by 
proclamations from British officers; a second 
of voluntary fugitives whom they received; 
and a third of such as had been taken in 
predatory excursions. You will- find in Niles 
Register, Vol. VI., p. 242, the proclamation of 
Admiral Cockhurn, instigatiug the desertion 
of slaves from their masters.” He adds, and 
‘ the italics are his own: “It is not openly ad- 
dressed to slaves, nor does it avow its real 
object. From the u3e of phraseology which i; 
adopts, the inference is conclusive that the 
real object was such as the Admiral did 
not choose to avow, and the only supposable 
motive for the disguise is the consciousness 
that it was not conformable to the established 
usages of war among civilized nations. The 
wroDg was in the proclamation. Admiral 
Cockhurn had no lawful authority to give free- 
dom to the slaves belonging to the citizens of 
the United States. The recognition of th-m 
by Great Britain in the treaty as property, is 
a complete disclaimer of the right to destroy that 
property by making them free. Any engage- 
ment contracted with them to that effect was, 
in relation to the owners of the property, 
wrongful; and, if, in relation to the slaves them- 
selves, it was an engagement which the British 
Government assumed upon themselves and 
sanctioned, it could not divest the owners of 
the slaves of their property; nor release the 
British Government from the obligation to the 
United States, and to the owners, to evacu- 
ate the place without carrying them away ” 
Two days later, Mr. Adams wrote to Mr. 
Rush, wh® was then our Minister at London: 
“The only equity of the British side is that 
they signed the article without being aware 
Of its full import, and that the stipulation 
was incompatible with their previous prom- 
ises to the negroes. The principle is, that 
the emancipation of enemy’s slaves is not 
among the acts of legitimate war — 



relates to the owners, it is a destruction of 
private property, nowhere warranted by the 
usages of war. This principle must, I think, 
be peculiarly familiar to the Emperor of Rus- 
sia, and may he pressed upon his attention in 
the case of reference with effect.” Here, 
again, the italics belong to the original. On 
the 18th of October, Mr. Adams once more 
wrote to Mr. Middleton, saying: "In the ! 

statement of the British ground of argument 
upen the claim in the submission, they have 
broadly asserted the right of emancipating 
slaves — private property —as a legitimate right 
of war. This is utterly incomprehensible on 
the part of a nation whose subjects hold 
slaves by millions, and who, in this very 
treaty, recognize them as private property. No 
such right is acknowledged as a law of war by 
writers who admit ang limitation. The right 
of putting to death all prisoners in cold blood 
and without special cause, might as well be 
pretended to be a law of war, or the right to 
use poisoned weapons, or to assassinate.” The 
result was a decision in our favor; though for- 
mally based on the language of the treaty, the 
Emperor declining to judge the question of 
public law as not arising upon the submission. 
Such is Senator Sherman’s only relevant cita- 
tion, when exhibited in its relations. 

We need not repeat that the exhibition 
totally overthrows his case. His minor pre- 
mise is false. His grand abolition syllo- 
gism is not valid. Hia conclusion 
in favor of universal emancipation by 
the General Government stands divested 
of every fig-leaf of the authority with 
which he attempts to cover its nakedness. It 
is a stark naked assumption. The scheme of 
confiscation and emancipation upon which 
the dominant party is rushing with such wild 
and reckless strides is flatly in defiance of the 
laws of war as interpreted and asserted by this 
nation itself. It has as little warrant in law 
of any description as it has in sound policy. It 
is equally arbitrary and destructive.

LETTER FROM FRANKFORT. 

Room No. 40, Capital Hotkl, 1 
Frankfort, Feb. 9, 1864. J 
A bill is before the House Committee on the 
Judiciary, which provides for an essentia! 
change in the mode of constructive summons 
for notifying non-residents and absent defend- 
ants. As the law now stands, when it appears, 
by affidavit, that the defendants, or part of 
them, are non-residents, the Court appoints an 
Attorney to give them notice, and some young 
lawyer just admitted to the bar is usually se- 
lected. He makes some little inquiry as to the 
r. 8'dents of the persons to be notified, andi 
npon the uncertain privilege thus picked up, 
writes a letter to each defendant, for which he 
is allowed fivp dollars for each defendant, 
which, in nine cases out of ten, never reaches 
the destination. As it is no uncommon occur- 
rence for twenty or thirty non-resident de- 
fendants to be notified in one suit, a bill of 
from one hundred to one hundred and fifty 
dollars is thus made; and this expense may be 
still further increased should the appointed 
Attorney, as is often the case, send copies cf 
the complaint with his letter. The proposed 
bill provides to give the notification through the 
nearest newspaper, and this change will reduce 
the expense to one- twentieth of the present cost 
in many instance, as one advertisement 



will embrace all the non-resident defendants, 
even if there should be one hundred of them, 
and the cost would in no case be more than 
ten dollars for the whole, while the probabili- 
ties that the defendants will hear of the suit 
are much greater through an advertisement 
than by letter sent at hap- hazard by the young 
lawyer to any place where he can hear that 
the defendant ever resided. If the defendant 
should happen not to see the advertisement 
himself, some of hia friends. are likely to no- 
tiee it and apprise him of the fact, or, if they 
they do not know where he is, they will prob- 
ably take it upon themselves to look after his 
interests in the suit. A legal friend informs 
me that a suit was carried on in the Louisville 
Chancery Court for it year against men living 
in Jeffersonville, where they had not received 
the slightest intimation of the proceeding. 

An attorney had been appointed for them, 
and he had sent letters for them, addressed to 
Texas, upon some vague information that 
they had once resided there. I know that it 
is very difficult to induce gentlemen of the 
legal profession to originate any legislation 
which has the tendency to reduce the fees of 
their practice, and they cling to old precedents 
where money is concerned with singular 
tenacity, bnt a change in the mode of con- 
structive summons has long since been adopt- 
ed by nearly every other State in the Union, 
in accordance with the system now preposed, 
and it is to be hoped that the manifest advan- 
tages and the equity of the plan will induce 
the Committee ou the Judiciary to present 
this bill to the Legislature, when there cannot 
be a doubt of its passage. 

From the number of new bills introduced 
in both Houses, I do not think the Legislature 
will be ready to adjourn next Monday. There 
are seventy or eighty Senate bills on the 
House table which have been unacted upon, 
and some measures of vital importance to the 
interests of the State have not yet been re- 
ported. I apprehend, therefore, that the ses- 
sion will be extended until the 22d. The 
House this morning, on motion of Mr. Alt. 
Allen, agreed to hold afternoon sessions to 
consider the joint resolutions reported from 
the Committee on Federal Relations. 

I was glad to see Dr. 0 wings, of Meade 
county, in his seat again this morning. He 
has been house-bound for a week or more by 
a rheumatic attack, but contrived to hobble 
up to the capitol to attend to the interests of -j 
his immediate constituents. He made an ef- 
fort to have a bill reported for the benefit of 
Col. Fairlcigh and Maj. Brown, who wore so 
unfortunate as to become sureties for some 
State arms issued to Bill Shacklett at a time 
when he was a professed Union man, but 
which he subsequently delivered over to the 
insurgents. Bill has since died the death of 
a traitor, and his sureties are noble soldiers in 
the Union ranks. That they were not re- 
lieved from all responsility was no fault of 
Dr. Owinge, though the House discharged the 
committee from the consideration of the sub- 
ject. 

The House took up the resolution author- 
izing the Governor to appoint agents at neces- 
sary points to attend to the interest of sick, 
wounded, and disabled soldiers of Kentucky, 
and to pay the expenses from the Military 
Fund. Mr. Hawkins gave the proposition an 
ardent eupport. Mr. Warring, of Barren, 
without any desire to embarrass any action in 
reference to the comfort of the soldier, sick or 
well, could not see the necessity of the action, 
as the agents could obtain no additional facil- 
ities to those already exerted by the proper 
officers. Mr. Shanklin opposed the measure, 
while willing to vote for any means of relief, 
but the resolution gave the Executive power 
to create officers, to fix their salaries, and de- 
fine their duties. Thi3 should be amended, as 
the powers so delegated were dangerous, aud 
though he had all confidence in the present 
Governor, there was no knowing who would 
occupy his position in six months or a year 
from now. On motion of Mr. Warring, the 
matter was recommitted to the Committee on 
Military Affairs, with instructions to define 
the duties and fix the salaries of the agents 
thus appointed. 

Another bill from that committee was con 
sidered, which provides for the pay of persons 
who have been mustered into the State ser- 
vice for the purpose of being mustered into 
the Federal Bervice, but on account of sickness 
or disability were not so mustered into the 
serviced the United States. In all such cases 
the Quartermaster-General is authorized to 
hear proof, settle the claim, and certify the 
award to the Auditor, who shall draw war- 
rants on the Treasurer. Mr. Sparks offered an 
amendment, when it was resolved to print 
the bill and amendment, and make them the 
special order for Thursday next. The purport 
of the amendment was to give one hundred 
dollars bounty to all such men as have entered 
the State service but failed to get into the 
Federsl ranks from the casualties of war, and 
no fault of their own. The Military Com- 
mittee had refused to report this provision on 



the ground that it would involve too great cn 
expenditure, so Mr. Sputa offered it “on h S 
own hook.” 

The House bill to guard elections, and pre- 
vent force or intimidation against voters, of 
which I gave an abstract a day or two since, 
was considered this morning. Mr. Dulin ask- 
ed if its provisions did not conflict with the 
laws of tfco last Legislature, providing for 
holding elections in insurrectionary district?. 

Mr. Ward explained that freeholders who 
were legally allowed to hold elections in cer- 
tain contingencies were not debarred from 
the exercise of that duty by this bill. Sever- 
al amendments were suggested, when Mr. 
Campbell, of Nicholas, moved to lay the bill 
and amendments on the table, which was 
agri ed to— yeas 48, nays 36. 

A dog law occupied a prominent place in 
the House discussions this morning. The 
barks for, and the bites against the bill were 
various; it was curtailed by some amend- 
ments, and the sheep-raisers fought like 
knights of the golden fleece against the Tray, 
Blanche, and Sweetheart tribe of little dogs, 
curs, setters, pointers, terriers, hounds, aud 
pcodles. I dont exactly know how the bill 
stood at the close, but the yeas aud nays were 
csl!ed on the final passnge.and it was carried, 
fiftt -six having barked yea, and twenty-six 
| growled nay. This may bo regarded as a tri-

j The House Military Committee has reported 
! a bill defining the duties of the Quartermas- 
! ter-Gencral. It makes it the duty of that officer 
to audit and pass upon all accounts and mili- 
tary claims, properly chargeable against the 
: State, accruing for or on account of raising, 

! arming, clothing, equipping, subsisting or 
transporting or any other necessary or con- 
tingent expense connected therewith, whether 
troops of the State or for muster in the Feder- 
al service; to ascertain the amount due to each 
and to approve and certify the same to the 
Auditor, and in the settlement he must be 
governed, as far as is applicable, by the rules 
und articles of war, and the general regula- 
tions of the United States army. When the 
Quartermaster has settled a claim, and the 
claimant has receipted for the amount so due, 
he shall give thediimant a certificate to the 
Audilor, who shall issue his warrant on the 
Treasury. He must keep a correct account 
with the General Government of the expenses 
thus incurred by the State in organizing Ken- 
tucky forces for the service of theUuited States, 
and must make all neoessary exertions to 
recover from the United States the amount 
of such expenditures, and the amounts thus 
obtained shall be placed in the treasury as 
part of the Military Fund. The bill also pro- 
vides for the clerical salaries of his office, hut 
its general objects are to expedite the settle- 
ment of military claims and authenticate 
them in such form that they may ultimately 
be settled by the General Government. There 
seems to mo to be an urgent necessity for the 
passage of some provisions which are parts of 
this bill. 

The bill to incorporate a bank of deposit at 
Owershoro was before the Senate this morn- 
ing, v. ken an amendment by Senator Whita- 
ker was ordered to be printed and the bill to 
have its third reading to-morrow. From the 
annual statements laid before the Legislature, 

I see that at the beginning of the year the 
Northern Bank of Kentucky had $1,106,981 
in coin, and the Commercial Bank $825,440, 
besides an aggregate of $808,159 in United 
States treasury notes. 

Senator Mallory reported a bill for the in- 
corporation of an Agricultural College, which 
was ordered to be printed and made a special 
order for Thursday. I ant glad to learn that 
it does not contemplate any connection with 
the prt posed school for the training of teach- 
ers, but accents the donation of 360,000 acres 
of latd from the United States, and devotes 
their proceeds to the specific uses designated 
by the set of Congress. 1 shall be glad again 
when I am privileged to announce that both 
measures have received the approval of the 
Le(. Mature. There should be no delay in 
that cpprov&l. That delay would be discred- 
itabh . 

The bill to appoint an agent, resident in 
Washington, to attend to the claims of Ken- 
tucky soldiers and citizens came up in the 
House on an amendment to ent off the pay 
for the agent’s stationery. The discussion 
was rot confined to the amendment, but to 
the general merits of the bill. I heard Messrs. 
Ward and Hamilton in favor of the bill, and 
Messrs. DeHaven and Chandler against it. 
Mr. Sparks moved an engrossed rider, li mill- 
ing the operation of the bill to two years, 
which was adopted — 47 to 39 — and the bill 
was then passed, the amendments having been 
voted down. 

A long and able discussion arose in the 
Senate on a bill to amend section 10, article 6, 
chapter 83, of the Revised Statutes, so that all 
estate taxed according to its value shall be 
valued for taxation in that currency which 
the State receives in payment for its dues, as 
of the 10th day of January preceding, and 
the person owning or possessing the same ou 
that day shall list it with the assessor and re- 
main bound for the tax, though he may have 
sold or parted with it. This is a very impor- 
tant proposition, aud has its right side and its 
wrong side, and both sides had their eloquent 
supporters and opponents. The safest way 
is to keep coin as the standard of value, and 
to increase our taxation by that standard to 
any amount which the exigencies of the State 
and National Government may demand. To 
make legal tender currency thestandard would 
be to submit to a very fluctuating standard. 
We had better adhere to the old landmarks; 
let our people know exactly what they are 
paying taxes upon, and what for. A motion 
to lay the bill on the table of the Senate, of- 
fered as a test vote, was agreed to— yeas 18, 
nays 12— and this was a triumph of gold over 
greenbacks, the Senate thinking with the old 
song

No Tax on Leaf Tobacco.— W e are priti- 
fied to learn that Mr. Spratt received last 
evening a despatch from Washington City, 
saying that no tax would be put upon leaf to- 
bacco. This will be good news to our plant- 
ers, who have been, up to this time, deterred 
om making their plant beds from an appre- 
hension that some tax or other would be 
[upon it. We now hazard but little in 
predicting that a large crop will be planted. 

Itehs.— W m. Callan was arrested yesterday 
by the military authorities for expressing dis- 
loyal sentiments, and confined in the Military 
Prison. 

Mr. J. W. Runyan, Government stock agent, 
informs ns that the report of Government 
mules and horses being left unburied in a field 
near Oakland is entirely false. 

On last Saturday evening, a soldier of the 
13th New York battery fell between the cars 
on the Jeffersonville Railroad, near Grothers- 
Tle, and was instantly killed. He had $207 
oWris person. We were unable to learn the 
name of the unfortunate man. 

A controversy arose between two regiments 
en route borne, at Seymour, on Monday night, 
regarding the merits of Gens Roseerans and 
Thomas, which resulted in a desperate con- 
flict, and a number of the soldiers were badly 
bruised. The riot was suppressed by the time- 
ly arrival of the commanding officers. 

Edward Lewis (f. m. c ) was arrested yes- 
terday for stealing a horse from Mr. George 
E. Frunk, and committed to the city prison. 

Brigadier- General Stevenson arrived in the 
city yesterday, en route to the front. 

The train on the Ohio and Mississippi Rail- 
road failed to connect at Seymour yesterday, 
ar,d we were consequently without our East- 
ern mail last night. 

A lotof six months’ men arrived from Nash- 
ville yesterday, en route home, their term of 
enlistment having expired. 

Seventy- four soldiers reported for duty yes- 
terday, and one hundred and seventy were 
forwarded to their regiments. 

Timothy Sullivan was arrested yesterday 
for stealing, and committed to jail. 

The gallant 57th Ohio, numbering 277 vet- 
erans, arrived in our city last night from the 
front. 

John Downey was arrested yesterday for 
shooting with intent to kil>, and confined in 
the city jail. The case will be investigated 
this morning. 

n our report of deaths in general hos- 
talin the city on the 4th instant, we noticed 
the death of John H. Gilbreth, private Co. C, 
1st Alabama cavalry. We should have stated 
that this is a Union regiment. He died of 
pbthesis pulmonalis. 

New recruits and conscripts are passing 
through the city in large numbers. The fur- 
loughed veterans are greatly stimulating vol- 
unteering throughout the North. 

The Evansville Times says Gen. Joe Lane 
is alive and in good health. He is in the cat- 
tle trade in British Columbia. 

There were one hundred and fourteen deaths 
among the rebel prisoners at Camp Morton 
during January. 

The safe of Mr. P. Hornbrook, of Evans- 
ville, was blown open and robbed, ou Tuesday 
night of last week, of $305, $362 45 of which 
belonged to the families of soldiers, and had 
been sent heme by husbands, sons, and broth- 
ers from the army, besides valuable papers. 

The orders are imperative for the re-enlisted 
veterans to return to the field immediately on 
the expiration of their thirty days’ furlough. 
This is according to the terms of re-enlist- 
ment, and is done to give other regiments a 
chance to come home, the regulation allowing 
only a limited number of regiments in a brig- 
ade to leave the field at a time. 

Some of the members of the 77ch Pennsyl- 
vania, and the soldiers at barracks No. 1, got 
into a difficulty on Monday night, and a small 
Speck of war followed. The belligerents were 
Bettled down by the interposition of a glitter- 
ing array of bayonets. One of the Lieuten- 
ants of the 77th Pennsylvania was arrested 
for encouraging the riot, and will be properly 
dealt with. 

Fifteen women were arrested by the mili- 
tary authorities yesterday, for peddling liquor 
among soldiers, and committed to the Mili- 
tary Prison. They had the * creature” in 
batkets, covered with gingerbread and pies, 
nd bottles were found concealed on the per- 
of some of them. 

A skiff was carried over the falls with three 
men in it on Monday night, and two of them 
were drowned. We were unable to learn any 
names. 

The parties mentioned yesterday as having 
been arrested for making rebel uniforms, haw 
been put under bonds of $ 10,000 and ordered 
to report to the Provost Marshal daily until 
further orders. 

Coceit-M ahtial Proceedings. — At a Gen- 
eral Court- Martial convened at Bowling 
Green October 16, 1863, the following cases 
were tried: 

Private James Jameson, Company A, 331 
Kentucky, tor desertion. The prisoner was 
found guilty, and sentenced to hard labor, 
with ball and chain, tor the balance ot his 
term of aerv ce, and to serve in the army of 
the United States eight months thereafter. 

Private George B. Bush, Company K, 631 
Indians, for desertion. Not guilty, and the 
prisoner honorably acquitted. 

Private Geo. F Hults, Company I, 31 Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, charged with fraud. The pris 
oner was found guilty, and sentenced to herd 
labor on the public works for one year, with 
ball and chain. 

Private D O. Lockhart, company B, 91st 
Indiana, tor desertion. Guilty, and sentenced 
to hard labor for one year, and forfeit half his 
pav during his sentence. 

Private Harris Henry, company B, 1st Wis- 
consin heavy artillery, charged with sleeping 
on his post, and leaving bis post without be- 
ing regularly relieved. Found guilty, and 
Sentenced to bind labor for three months, and 
forfeit three months 1 ' pay. 

Corporal John Legraud, company B, 26th 
Kentucky, for neglect of duty. Found gail'y, 
and reduced to the ranks. 

Privato Rowan Hardin, company K, 31 
■ntucky cavalry, for disobeying orders and 
aspect to his soperior officer. Prisoner 
found guilty, and sentenced to six mouths hard 
labor and forfeit six months pay. 

Private Joa. R. Davis, company I, 3-1 Ken- 
tucky cavalry, for desertion. Prisoner found 
guilty, and sentenced to hard labor for one 
year, and forfeit all pay due to November 7th, 
1863. 

Private D. L Murphy, company C, 21 regi- 
ment Ohio htavy artillery, for disobedience of 
orders, disrespect to his superior officer, and 
mutiny. Found guilty, and sentenced to hard 
labor lor two years and forfeit all pay due and 
to become due until the expiration of his sen- 
tence. 

Private Btnry Brown, Company C, 2 d Ohio 
heavy artillery; charge same as i a the above 
case. The Judge Advocate withdrew the sec- 
ond and third charges, and the prisoner whs 
found guilty of the first, and sentenced to six 
months hard labor, with the los3 of six months’ 
pay. 

S. H. Richardson, a citizen of Hart county, 
Ky., for giving information to the enemy. 
"Not guilty; honorably acquitted. 

Private Henry Howard, 22d Indiana bat- 
tery, for absence without leave. Guilty; hard 
labor for two months, with loss of pay tor that 
period. 

Private Samuel Liveck, Company B, 2d 
Ohio heavy artillery, for deseition. Guilty; 
six months’ bard labor with ball and chain, 
and refunds to the United States the expenses 
of bis arrest. 

Edward Duffer, a citizen of Sumner county, 
Tennessee, charged with giving aid aud com 
fort to the enemy. The prisoner was found 
guilty and Sentenced to confinement tor one 
year. 

The proceedings and findings in the forego- 
ing cases wererpproved and the sentences 
-confirmed by the General commanding the 
Department. Those of the prisoners who are 
sentenced to confinement and hard labor will 
be sent, UDder guard, to Camp Nelson, where 
they will be confined and placed at labor upon 
the public work? until the expiration of their 
respec tive t* mis of sentence.

General Carrington has issued an impor- 
tant order, prohibiting the sale of liquors to 
soldiers, and carrying concealed weapons, 
holding officers responsible for the conduct of 
men, limiting the number of passes, and 
clearing the streets of stragglers from camps. 

The 2d Indiana veterans passed through to- 
day for the front. 

Fifty-one recruits, of battery B, 1st Michi- 
gan artillery, arrived this morning. 

Two hundred soldiers and officers were ar- 
rested by the Provost Marshal last night, aud 
properly dispoeedof. 

The 49th Ohio re- enlisted veteran 3 , 300 
etroDg, arrived at noon, and left to-night for 
home. 

Gen. Wilder, Gen. Scribner, Co’. Alexan- 
der, Col. Wood, Col. R. W. Thompson, and 
Hon. Samuel Judah are at the Bates House. 

A grand reception . was given to four re- 
turned veteran regiments to-day. The cor- 
tege was surpassingly brilliant. General Car- 
rington and other distinguished military men 
welcomed the brave boys home. 

Edwin Adams is playing the “Dead Heart ’ 1 
to crowded houses at the Metropolitan. 

A grand ball comes off at the Bates House 
to-night, at which the elite of the city will 
appear — militarv, civil, and beautiful. The 
weather is lovely, and throngs of busy men 
and pleasure-seekers crowd our streets.

SENATE. 

Mr. SnmLer presented the petition of 17,706 
ladies of New Voik, 15,300 of Illinois, and 
11,441 of Illinois, and a duplicate number ef 
males, praying for the entire abolishment of 
slavery. The introduction of the petition 
caused a spicy and interesting debate between 
Messis. Saulsbury, Sumner, Wilson, and 
others. 

Mr. ShermaD introduced a bill, which was 
referred to the Finance Committee, prohibiting 
speculations in gold and silv«r and foreign 
exchange, and for other purposes. 

Mr. Powell introduced a bill amendatory of 
the Constitution, so as to provide a new meth- 
od of election of President of the United 
Siates. 

Senator Wilson reported back the bill 
reviving the grade of liieut.-Ueneral with an 
amendment, striking out tha clause to make 
said officer commander-in-chief, and the 
clause recommendatory of Gen. Grant for the 
position. 

The Senate then proceeded to a considera- 
tion of the bill for the promotion of enlist- 
ments. 

Mr Doolittle spoke at length, claiming that 
it was the first duty of the Government to in- 
crease onr armies. Slavery was the primary 
cause of the war, and ought to be done away 
with. " 

He was followed by Mr. Rieharfison, who 
considered that thus far the war had been car- 
ried on totally for the negro, leaving while 
men, who have some civilization, out of ac- 
count. The war bad been a chapter of Ad- 
ministration blunders. 

Mr. Wilson reported a bill for the examina- 
tion of certain array officers. Passed. 
Adjourned.

Mr. Hotchkiss, of New York, introduced a 
bill granting lands to aid in the construction 
of the Lake Superior Railroad, and providing 
for its use by the Government free of charge. 

Mr. Gunson opposed the admission of Mr. 
Field on the ground of insufficient constitu- 
ency, and took occasion to sternly condema 
the conduct of interference in elections by 
General Ripley, who has become a convert to 
the pernicious doctrine that the revolted 
States are out of the Union. 

Mr. Brown, of Wisconsin, argued that the 
Military Governor had so interfered as in 
effect to prevent an election. 

The House, by 87 against 14, adopted the 
esolution that Mr. Field is not entitled to a 
eat. 

The House then went into committee on the 
nrclment bill. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Dawes in the chair, for the con- 
ideration of the Senate bill amendatory of 
he enrolment bill. 

Mr. Kernan, of New York, offered an 
amendment exempting from draft all clergy- 
men wbo are not engaged in trade or secular 
usiness. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, opposed it saying that the 
estiferous clergymen of the country ought 
not to be exempted. 

Mr. Kelley was also opposed to the amend- 
ment, but for a different reason. He did not 
want to pnt an insult on the patriotism of the 
clergymen, as they had not asked tor any such 
exemption. Dr. Olds’s church will remedy ail 
defects of which bis colleague [Oox] com- 
plained. 

Mr. Cox resumed, saying that the rebellion 
was fermented by clergymen, North andSouch. 
His colleague (Spaulding), was not the man 
to impugn his (Cox’b), loyalty, for he had 
stood here opposing secession, when his col- 
league (Spaulding), was singing anthems to 
John Brown, and plotting sedition and revo- 
lution. 

Mr. Arnold, of Illinois, made an earnest 
appeal not to waste time in personal disputes, 
but pass the bills before them, as within thirty 
days the draft is ordered, to enter upon a cam- 
paign ilie most important and decisive since 
the rebellion commenced. 

Kernan’s amendment was rejected. The com- 
mittee disagreed to an amedment 70 against 
74, that in assigning the quota of troops, cred- 
it shall be given to States and counties from 
which men have enlisted in militaiy organi- 
zations from other States for three years or 
during the war. 

F ernando W ood offered an amendment viz : 
To exempt from draft all wbo from conscien- 
tious beilet in the humanity, necessity, or 
eventual success of this war, are opposed to 
the further prosecution until an effort has been 
made, and failed, to end it by negotiation. 
The committee rejected, 23 against 103, and 
refused to strike out the clause which pro- 
poses to consolidate the two clas. es— 15 against 
60. The committee rose without concluding 
an action on the bill. House adjourned. 

Washington, Feb. 9. 

The case of Greene C. Bronson and others, 
complainants, and th*Lacro 3 se aad Maryland 
Railroad, re.- pondents, is upin the United S aitg 
Super me Court to-day from last week. 

Official documents show that, during the 
year 1862, 13,100 claims of deceased and dis- 
charged soldiers were settled at the Treasury 
Department. Tbe number settled during the 
year 1863 was 4,700. There remains on hand 
unfettled, January 1st last, 74,600. By the 
middle of August next, all claims now in the 
Second Auditor’s office, when the evidence 
can be obtained, will be settled. But as a bill 
pasted the House giving increased facilities, 
which will doubtless be soon concurred in by 
tbe Senate, the cases delayed will, in a great 
measure, be removed. 

Secater Sherman's bill, introduced to-day, 
prohibiting speculative transactions in gold, 
makes time sales of specie or foreign exchaoge 
null aDd void, and partial payments thereup- 
on r« claimable by suit, and makes it tbe du- 
ty of District Attorneys to prosecute such 
mite, the moneys reclaimed going in equal 
pait? to the informer, District Attorney, aad 
be United States treasHry. All checks and 
drafts not payable at sight, given in such 
transactions, are made void, excepting when 
they have passed into the hands of a third per- 
son, ignorant of tbe agreement. But the per- 
son making tbe sale may at any time within 
ibite years bring a suit for the recovery of 
'he full amount from the person to whom it 
was made. 

The joint resolution which Senator An- 
thony has introduced, and which is now be- 
'orc the Judiciary Committee, is as follows: 
Art 13. No Hmendmeni shall be made to the 
Constitution which will authorize or give 
Congress the power to abolish or ioterfere in 
i n> State with the Democratic institutions 
iheieof, including that of persoasheld to labor 
or service by tbe laws of said State The 
tetolution was approved March 2i, 1861, and 
rubinitted to the Legislatures of the several 
States for their ratification, the assent of three- 
tonrtbs of them being necessary to make it a 
part of the Constitution, but, owing to the 
breaking out of-the rebellion, there was no 
general action of the Legislature npon the 
subject. The resolution was one of the com- 
promises proposed by the House Select Con 
mittee. 

Tbe House had made various amendments 
to the Senate enrollment bill, principal y 
these proposed by the Committee on Military 
Affaire. Of course the amendments will have 
to be sent to the Senate for their action, in- 
c uding the one retaining tbe $300 commuta- 
t on tlanse. Both Houses have agreed in con- 
solidating the two classes, exempting from 
draft only tbe Vice-President, members of tbe 
Cabinet, the United States Judges, and those 
wbo may be declared by the proper officers 
m ysically or mentally incapable of bearing 
a ms. 

Cairo, Feb. 9. 

Steamer Illinois from New Orleans, 29th 
u!t., with heavy cargo of sugar and molasses 
arrived. Officers learned at Island 76 that tbe 
steamer Gillum was seized by guerillas under 
Coi. Lee and used to ferry their horses, mules 
and wagons to the Mississippi side; also took 
Mr. Cole, manager of Government wood yar 
and twenty con'rabands — released the negroes 
after crossing, but carried Cole and another 
man acting as guard of wood yard with them, 
who, it was said, would be banged. They 
carried property from Boliver Landings and 
burned the town. No harm done to the boat 
or cargo. Steamer Dunleith, from Nashville, 
arrived with the 59th Illinois lufantry Veter- 
an Volunteers, and brought 300 strong en route 
home. 



Baltimore, Feb. 9. 

A special despatch from Fortress Monroe to 
the American from C. C. Fulton, who is at 
City Point, says: The rebel flag of trims boat, 
with Commissioner Quid and Capt. Hatch, the 
truce officers, on board, arrived on Sunday at 
City Point. Two citizens, prisoners, were 
brought dow n. They were both Marylanders. 
They brought exciting news from Richmond, 
which they repiesent was in a state of most 
feverish excitement from midnight Saturday 
up to the time they left, Sunday evening. 
At midnight on Saturday tbe bells of the city 
were rung, and men were rushing through 
the streets, crying: To arms! to arms! the 
Yankees are coming! During the remainder 
of the night there wa 3 intense commotion 
everywhere visible. Home Guards were 
called out, aDd the tramp of armed men could 
be heard in all direcl'uns. Cannon were hauled 
through the streets, womsn aad children hurry- 
ing to and fro, and there were all the evidences 
ot such a panic as has seldom been witnessed 
in Richmond. Sunday morning there was 
no abatement in the excitement. The guards 
were all marched out of tbe city to the de- 
fences, and armed citizens were placed on 
guard of the prisoners. Horsemen were da-h- 
ingto and fro, and the excitement among the 
pristners to know the cause of all the ex :ite- 
ment became intense. It was soon learned 
that a cavalry and infantry force, with artil- 
lery, had made their appearance on. the Pen- 
insula, at Bottom’s Bridge, within ten miles 
ot the city, end that Richmond was actually 
threatened by the Yankees. 

The same hurrying of such troop?, arming 
of citizens, aud excitement among women 
and children, continued during morning; and 
at 2 o'clock, when the two released prisoners 
were about to leave in tbe flag of truce boat, 
alarm bells were again ringing with great 
fury. The rumors that prevailed were co t- 
fiictirg and wild. It was the impression that 
from 8,000 to 15 000 cavalry would have but 
little difficulty in entering the city, liberating 
the Union prisoners, destroying the forts and 
public property, and retiring by the Peninsu- 
la before any sufficient force to resist them 
could be brought to the aid of tbe small gar- 
rison left to defend it. For several days p e- 
vious to the alarm tbe troops in and around 
the city numbered 40,000, and 5,000 of these 
bad been sent off to join Lee with great des- 
patch. The impression prevailed that an as- 
s«n!t was contemplated by Gen. Meade. In 
this they were right, for during the progress 
of tbe excitement on Sunday, intelligence was 
received that Meade had crossed the Rapid 
Ann Monday evening. A courier arrived at 
City Point. bringing copies of the morning 
paper?, with the intelligence that the excite- 
ment had abated, and that it had been ascer- 
tained the Yankees were falling back from 
tbe Cbickahominy, and had abandoned tbe 
attack. 

Fortress Monroe, Feb. 9. 

Tbe Richmond Sentinel of the 6 th says: 
Onr army had fallen back sixteen miles from 
Newbtrn, finding tho fortification so strong 
that it could not be taken without great loss. 
Colonel riba w was captured and shot.

General Meace, who has recovered his 
health since be has been here, is holding a 
reception at Independence Hall.

The Supervisors of this county to-day ap- 
propriated $ 200,000 for bounties. They esti- 
mated the total number of men to be obtained 
bv draft on tbe 10th of March at about 8,800.

Army . — Our new Attorney-General was in old 
times a Whig — a gentleman of respectability, 
fair, but not brilliant or of powerful intellect, 
lie was tent to the Peace Congress, and, 
hoforo its close, committed himself, it is said, 
to secession. lie became a momber of the 
Provisional Congress, and next of the perma- 
nent Senate, where he has taken not a very 
active purt.

A Gigantic Structure. — M r. John A. 
Roebling, the engineer of the Niagara sus- 
pension bridge proposes to build a bridge 
between the cities of New York and Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Itoebling’8 plan for the proposed 
bridge over tho East river is as follows: 

I propose to start in the vicinity of the Park 
of the city of New York, at an elevation of 
about 80 feet above tide, thence ascending 
about 125 feet to the centre of the East river 
(leaving a clear elevation of 180 feet), thence 
descending toward the heights of Brooklyn, 
and landing within sight of the City H ill. I 
abstain from indicating any precise locality, 
nor can this be done before more accurate sur- 
veys have been made. The superstructure of 
this magnificent bridge would thus form an 
arch about two miles long, clearing the water 
ol the Esst river in one sweep of 1,C00 to 1,800 
feet span, and extending over the houses of 
both cities in a series of smaller spans, whose 
length would be gradually diminished from 
tbe East river tower toward either approach, 
say (rom 1,200 to 1,G00 feet. No ground will 
be occupied in either city, except one lot at 
each approach or eutrance, aboat 500 to 600 
feet deep by 50 feet front. A portion of this 
may be utilized for cellars a d shops. For 
the balance of the work only so much ground 
will hare to be permanently occupied as is 
wanted for the location of the masonry of the 
piers. Thus it will be seen that the damages 
for property will not be so great as might at 
first sight appear. 

Mj plan provides two floors similar to tho 
Niagara Bridge, tbe upper fl ior for rail way 
conveyance, the lower one for promiscuous 
travel, on foot, horseback, or carriage. Taa 
entrance of the upper or railway floors will 
be next to the Oity Halls of New Yors and 
Brooklyn, and may be kept independent of 
the entrance to the lower floor, which may be 
located nearer to the river. Staircases next to 
the river shore would also furnish facilities of 
accefs to the lower fljor for pedestrians. There 
will be sidewalks on both floors, and these 
will become favorite resorts for those who 
want to take eierciee in the open air. The 
great majority of passengers will of course 
take the cars on the upper floor. My exoeri- 
ence and long familiarity with the working 
of tnerraes, enables me to devise each plans 
as will render this portion of the structure and 
its operation perfectly successful. Tne mate- 
rials of construction will be principally gran- 
ite and iron, the latter placed so that it can be 
readily preserved by painting. The rigidity 
of the superstructure will be as great as that 
of a tubular bridge. Iron trusses, of great 
depth, connecting both floors, together with 
effective over floor stays, and the great weight 
of the structure itself and inherent, rigidity 
of the cables will, provide ample stiffaess.
